Bush’s Halifax

Part of the territoiy is get¬ 
ting upstaged and annoyed, 
former Prime Minister Paul 
Martin told Metro 
yesterday. 

“I talked to Tony Blair 
about this same tiling. This 
is not untypical of U.S presi¬ 
dents. That’s not only 
George Bush,” he said. 

It was in Halifax that Mar¬ 
tin had his patience tested. 
At the time, the United 
States was tiying to get 
Canada to buy into missile 
defense, but Martin was re¬ 
sisting. In his new autobiog¬ 
raphy, Hell or High Water, 
he wrote: 

“I simply said he should 
not count on our support 
for (ballistic missile 
defense) and reminded him 
of the agreement not to dis¬ 
cuss the matter publicly. 
And then we moved on. 

“The next day, at a speech 
in Halifax, however. Bush 
turned up the pressure, 
publicly urging us to get on 
board. That was a clear vio¬ 
lation of our agreement... 
and it infuriated me.” 

Martin said he worked 
with Bush for years, mostly 
successfully. The Halifax 
speech was an isolated inci¬ 
dent for him, but he’s spo¬ 
ken to leaders such as Blair, 
Gordon Brown and former 
president of France Jacques 
Chirac, who agree these 
things happen when deal¬ 
ing with U.S. presidents. 

The Bush administration 
was also the lone country to 
block Martin’s personal pas¬ 
sion project of a G20 meet¬ 
ing. That group will finally 
meet tomorrow in 
Washington to discuss glob¬ 
al recession. 

“It would have been a lot 
better if it’d been set up ear¬ 
lier, but normally these 
things take a crisis,” said 
Martin.

'Fruitful stream’ of talent 

Job fair designed for international students and new graduates

International students Xia 
Wang and Xing Ling Tao 
are young and bright. 

They already have masters 
in business administration 
from Saint Mary’s Univer¬ 
sity. And they want to stay 
in Halifax. 

But they can’t find jobs, 
and the pressure is on. 

Both young women say 
they will have to move 
back to China unless they 
can get a job in the next 
year-and-a-half. 

Wang, 23, has already 
applied for 30 jobs and has¬ 
n’t gotten one interview. 

Tao has applied for about 
20 without any success. 

She says she feels disap¬ 
pointed and is losing confi¬ 
dence in herself 

Both are thinking of 
heading to Toronto to look 
for work. 

“There is more chance of 
work there,” Wang said. 

They were among about 
500 people who attended 
the province’s first job fair 
for new immigrants, inter¬ 
national graduates and stu¬ 
dents yesterday. 

Part of the reason why 


it’s so tough for interna¬ 
tional students to find 
work is due to a federal 
government policy. Perma¬ 
nent residents or Canadian 


citizens have priority over 
international students, 
said Elizabeth Mills, execu¬ 
tive director of Nova Sco¬ 
tia’s Office of Immigration. 


International students 
have three years to find a 
job after graduation and if 
they do, they can apply for 
permanent residency 
through the province’s 
nominee program, she 
added. 

What’s disappointing. 
Mills says, is that she’s 
heard anecdotally from 
employers that interna¬ 
tional students leave the 
province after receiving 
their permanent residen¬ 
cy. 

Fred Morley, executive 
vice-president of the 
Greater Halifax Partner¬ 
ship, one of the various 
partners who helped or¬ 
ganize yesterday’s job fair, 
says international students 
are a “fruitful stream” of 
young talent. Employers 
should take advantage of 
them, especially because 
they generally have fewer 
language barriers, have 
Canadian credentials and 
are already here. 

“Let’s take advantage of 
that,” he said. 

Morley said the partner¬ 
ship is soon launching a 
community networking 
program for newcomers 
and international students 
and graduates.

No grumbling at the pumps 

Dropping gas prices positive fallout of economic slowdown

And according to a Cal- | 
gaiy-based oil and gas in- £ 
dustry analyst, the prices 
should keep falling in the 
near future. 

“The trend is going to 
continue to be downwards 
because we haven’t seen 
the end of soft demand for 
petroleum products and 
crude oil globally,” said 
Michael Ervin, president of 
the refining and market¬ 
ing consultants group MJ 
Ervin And Associates Inc. 
“But to what degree and 
how long, that isn’t worth 
trying to predict.” 

The regulated gas price 
for regular self-serve was 
expected to drop to be¬ 
tween 86.1 and 86.9 cents 
per litre last night in Hali¬ 
fax. That is a five-cent 
drop from yesterday’s 
price of 91.1. 

The drop is the latest re¬ 
duction in prices at the 
pump across the Halifax 
Regional Municipality. In 
fact, only two months 
ago, the price of regular 
self serve gasoline in Hali¬ 
fax had ballooned to $1.43 
per litre. 

“1 think it’s a good thing 
— a great thing. It’s about 
time,” said Halifax’s David 
Paris as he filled up his ve¬ 
hicle at the Esso station on 


Robie Street yesterday af¬ 
ternoon. “Too bad it wasn’t 
in the summer when more 
people were travelling.” 

This new price will 
mark the first time in sev¬ 
eral years that the cost of 


gas had fallen below the 
90-cent per litre range for 
Halifax. 

Another industry ana¬ 
lyst told Metro Halifax 
yesterday he expects the 
price at the pump to con¬ 


tinue dropping until the 
economy shows signs of 
life, which means even 
cheaper gas is possible 
next week. 

“When 1 started driving, 
1 remember it being in the 


60s,” Halifax’s Rob Mac¬ 
Quarrie said about gas 
prices as he filled up his 
1998 BMW 328X yesterday. 
“1 don’t think it will get 
that low again. It might get 
in the low 80s.” 


N.S. workers 
in low-wage 
ghetto': Study

EMPLOYMENT Nova Scotia is 
a “low-wage ghetto,” accord¬ 
ing to a co-author of a report 
released today. 

Lany Haiven, a professor 
at Saint Maiy’s University, 
said the report he wrote for 
the Canadian Centre for 
Policy Alternatives shows 
while productivity has 
increased over the past 20 
years. Nova Scotia’s wages 
are lagging far behind. 

“If workers have been 
contributing to an overall 
productivity increase 
then what have they got¬ 
ten out of it? The answer 
is nothing.” 

Workers are actually 
making less than they did 
20 years ago, he said. 

Nova Scotia has the third- 
highest amount of low-paid 
workers in the country after 
P.E.l. and Newfoundland 
and Labrador. This province 
also has the third lowest 
hourly wage, just above 
New Brunswick and 


Newfound¬ 
land and 
Labrador.

And women — who 
generally make less than 
men — are proportionate¬ 
ly affected. 

Earnings used to follow 
productivity but the two 
became uncoupled in the 
early 1990s, Haiven said. 
The common belief in the 
business community and in 
the general public is Nova 
Scotian workers are not 
veiy productive and get 
paid way too much. 

“Our goal (of the 
report) is to buck the 
myth,” Haiven said. 

“We work just as hard 
and as smart as anyone in 
the country and yet we 
don’t get the benefit of it.” 

But if workers are more 
productive at low wages, 
and the province’s econom¬ 
ic growth is healthy, who’s 
getting the money? Haiven 
said they crunched the 
numbers and realized it’s 
the business owners who 
are cashing in. 

“What’s happened is 
none of it’s going to labour, 
on average, and all of it is 
going to business owners.”

Charity helps Belize to heal

When an American tourist 
started choking in a restau¬ 
rant in San Pedro, Belize, 
someone knew just what 
to do. 

And that’s thanks to a 
Halifax-based charity. 
Bandage International, 
that trains people in first 
aid. 

John Gillis and a team of 
health workers just re¬ 
turned from their sixth 
training trip to Belize. 

While 

there, he a 
heard a few 
stories of how 
students 
plied 
new 
One 
saved a chok¬ 
ing tourist in a restaurant, 
and others attended to a 
woman who fell out of a 
coconut tree. She broke 
her pelvis so the respon¬ 
ders stabilized her and 
made a backboard out of 
some wood that was lying 
around. 

“They saved her from a 
much more serious in¬ 


jury,” Gillis said. 

It was their most produc¬ 
tive trip yet: the team 
trained 197 people in first 
aid and GPR between Oct. 
26th and Nov. 3rd. That’s 
double the number of peo¬ 
ple they taught the last 
time. 

Gillis said they had a big¬ 
ger medical team and went 
to more parts of the coun- 
tiy. 

“By getting the word out 
and getting advertise¬ 
ments in the local paper 
people know we’re com¬ 
ing,” he said. 

“We’re try¬ 
ing to get 
these skills 
out into the 
community 
so more peo- 
are 
and 
also the peo¬ 
ple we’ve trained before 
are trained to a higher lev¬ 
el.” 

Belize is a small country 
with some good doctors, 
but there’s a serious lack 
of emergency responders, 
Gillis said.

There’s just one small 
problem: the tickets are 
not publicly available, at 
least not yet. They will be 
released to the public only 
in the week before the cer¬ 
emony, says the Joint Con¬ 
gressional Committee on 
Inaugural Ceremonies. 


A packed house

ing-in ceremony itself. 

The committee is out¬ 
raged that the tickets are 
being advertised for sale 
on online auction site EBay 
and other websites since 
they are meant to be free.

EBay spokeswoman

Three new planets spotted 
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A Gemini Observatory discovery image taken October 17,2007 
shows for the first time two of the three confirmed planets ("b” 
and "c”) of a family of planets found around a normal star out¬ 
side of our solar system. 


SCIENCE Telescopes on land 
have caught the first real 
visual images of multiple 
planets orbiting another 
star. 

The orbiting Hubble 
Space Telescope has found 
its own planet, the first so- 
called exoplanet to be 
found purely visually. 

One set of images shows 
three giant planets orbiting 
a star named HRS799 in 
the constellation Pegasus, 
about 130 light-years away 
from Earth. A light-year is 
the distance light travels in 
a year, or 6 trillion miles 
(10 trillion km). 

The planets are several 
times the mass of Jupiter. 

“We finally have an actu¬ 
al image of an entire sys¬ 
tem,” said Bruce Macin¬ 
tosh, an astrophysicist 
from Lawrence Livermore 
National Laboratory in Cali¬ 
fornia and a member of the 
team of scientists who 


made the observations. 

“This is a milestone in 
the search and characteri¬ 
zation of planetary systems 
around stars.” 

About 300 planets have 
been found orbiting other 
stars besides the Earth’s 
sun, but they have been 
found using indirect meas¬ 


urements, mostly looking 
at their effects on the gravi¬ 
tational fields of their suns. 

Writing in today’s issue 
of the journal Science, the 
astronomers said they used 
the Keck and Gemini tele¬ 
scopes in Hawaii to get the 
pictures.

Austria’s Fritzl charged with murder 


CAPTIVE Austrian Josef Frit¬ 
zl, who imprisoned his 
daughter in a cellar for 24 
years and fathered seven 
children by her, has been 
charged with the murder of 
one of their children who 
died shortly after birth. 

Prosecutors said yester¬ 
day they had also charged 
Fritzl, 73, with rape, en¬ 


slavement, incest, coercion 
and deprivation of liberty. 
His lawyer, Rudolf Mayer, 
said Fritzl would not appeal 
against the charge sheet — 
an option under Austrian 
law. He does not need to en¬ 
ter a plea immediately. 

Mayer said that the trial 
would start in the next two 
or so months. 


Fritzl, who has been in 
investigative custody since 
the case was exposed in 
April, kept daughter Elisa¬ 
beth in a soundproofed 
basement under his house 
in the central town of Am- 
stetten. He was charged 
with murder of the child 
through neglect in 1996.

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A political hangover 


Omni Vision 


A fter the smoke, 
fire and histrion¬ 
ics of the U.S. elec¬ 
tion, intensified 
only briefly and 
slightly by our own federal 
campaign, the mood of the 
headlines and both coun¬ 
tries has subsided into a 
mood resembling Sunday 
morning following a big 
bender. 

The Republican party’s 
defeat has prompted what’s 
referred to as a circular fir¬ 
ing squad, with everyone 
blaming everyone else, with 
Sarah Palin being singled 
out in particular — and te¬ 
diously predictable — for 
blame, though it turned out 


that many of the unnamed 
John McCain campaign 
workers cited by supposed¬ 
ly reputable media like 
MSNBC and The New Re¬ 
public as sources for the 
worst accusations were the 
work of a longtime hoaxer. 
It’s been that kind of a 
week. 

It hardly matters anyway, 
since confidence in main¬ 
stream media coverage is at 
an all-time low, and news¬ 
papers such as the Washing¬ 
ton Post have published 
shamefaced admissions 
that their coverage of the 
campaign might have been, 
on reflection, a little biased. 
That won’t stop the frenzy 
of kidney punches and 
kneecappings inside and 
outside the Republican par¬ 
ty, though that might be a 
good thing; the party that 
ran this election might just 
as well forward all the cam¬ 
paign speeches of its next 
candidate to Saturday Night 
Live’s writer’s room in ad¬ 


vance. 

In the meantime, there 
are fleeting glimpses that 
the much-anticipated 
“Change” promised by the 
winning candidate might 
not be as earth-shattering as 
expected, as the president¬ 
elect’s prospective choices 
for cabinet positions are 
thick with Clinton-era vet¬ 
erans, a pre-chewed meal 
that hardly smells like the 
prelude to a revolution, 
though we may all be grate¬ 
ful for that. 

There’s a crude poetiy to 
the tradition of holding pres¬ 
idential inaugurations in 
mid-winter, where the likeli¬ 
hood of a swearing-in on the 
U.S. Capitol steps in the 
teeth of inclement weather 
is ripe with portents of the 
trials ahead. Between now 
and then, however, Barack 
Obama is limited to playing 
at president while the media 
(hopefully) begins shifting 
gears from lapdog to peevish 
teenager, while George W. 


Bush has little to do but 
taunt Dick Cheney by sug¬ 
gesting they hire Will Ferrell 
to stand in for him so he can 
head home early. 

There’s a curse, apoc- 
lyphally attributed to some 
unknown Chinese sage and 
too frequently evoked by 
lazy editorialists, that wish¬ 
es that the subject “live in 
interesting times.” 1 was 
born eight months after the 
Kennedy assassination, six 
days after Lyndon Johnson 
signed the Civil Rights Act, 
and have lived in interest¬ 
ing times my whole life. 1 
long — with little expecta¬ 
tion of satisfaction by now 
— for a year or two of Eisen- 
hower-era political torpor 
and complacency, if only to 
catch up on my reading. 
These two months of dol¬ 
drums might be the closest 
I’ll get.

Choosing the correct economic direction

Meltdown. Recession. 
Crash. Depression. Most of 
us thought something like 
this was never going to hap¬ 
pen again and that our eco¬ 
nomic system would con¬ 
tinue to produce gains, al¬ 
beit with the occasional 
slowdown. 

The current global eco¬ 
nomic meltdown is contin¬ 
uing to produce tremours 
around the world. The im¬ 
plications for countries, 
businesses and individuals 
continue to unfold. When 
will it all come to an end? 
This is veiy difficult to pre¬ 
dict, but my sense is that 
we have a way to go yet. 

Many countries around 
the world are experiencing 
slower, if any, growth in 
their economies. Our 
biggest trading partner, the 
U.S., shows every evidence 
of a lengthy recession. 
When the U.S. falters, we 
can expect adverse impacts

here at home. Indeed, we 
are already seeing some 
signs of this in terms of a 
stagnant GDP and layoffs in 
financial services firms 
among others. When credit 
tightens, businesses — es¬ 
pecially small- and medi¬ 
um-sized enterprises — 
have a difficult time financ¬ 
ing their current operations 
or expanding to take advan¬ 
tage of new opportunities. 

Why did this financial 
crisis happen? There have 


been thousands of words 
written about this already 
and 1 suspect there will be 
many thousands more. Fin¬ 
gers have been pointing in 
eveiy direction: Govern¬ 
ments, central bankers, 
regulators, financial servic¬ 
es firms, individual borrow¬ 
ers, and the list goes on, in¬ 
cluding directors of compa¬ 
nies. 

To our credit, Canada has 
had an impressive track 
record regarding corporate 
governance. Indeed, the 
process of raising the bar 
for corporate directors in 
Canada continues to gain 
momentum. The Institute 
of Corporate Directors (ICD) 
is dedicated to strengthen¬ 
ing corporate governance 
through education, aware¬ 
ness, training and certifica¬ 
tion. We know that better 
directors make for better 
boards and that leads to 
stronger corporate per¬ 
formance. 

Unlike the U.S., Canada 


has not seen any financial 
services company implode 
and none are teetering on 
the brink. Our boards and 
company managements 
seem to have avoided the 
excesses we have seen else¬ 
where. Nevertheless, they 
are under pressure arising 
from external events, and 
governments have rightly 
moved in to stabilize mat¬ 
ters. 

1 am confident Canada 
will come through this cri¬ 
sis with even stronger cor¬ 
porate governance.

Bond tuneless 

Newest 007 entry has plenty of action, 
but movie is deliberately anticlimactic

The best Bond films 
have always lived up to 
their theme song, and 
unfortunately the blar¬ 
ing — but tuneless — 
Jack White/Alicia Keys 
intro to Quantum of 
Solace too ably sets the 
tone for what follows. 

The movie starts liter¬ 
ally minutes after its 
predecessor, Casino 
Royale, ended, with a 
pre-credit car chase that 
sums up director Marc 
Forster’s brisk approach 


to the story. 

Action scenes are the 
meat of Bond movies. 
Most of what we see in 
Quantum of Solace is at 
least as good as the stan¬ 
dards set in previous 
films; relentless, and 
more than a bit improba¬ 
ble — if done properly. 

One scene, set during 
an opera performance, is 
actually groundbreaking, 
an almost abstract action 
set piece that owes its 
success as much to 
sound editing as stunt 
work. 

There seems to be a bit 
missing from the film, 
though. It’s short for a 
Bond film, and the delib¬ 
erately anticlimactic 
ending makes the experi¬ 
ence on the whole a lot 
less draining — and 
thrilling — than the best 
of the series. 


Politics intrudes with 
the clumsy, didactic 
gracelessness that’s a 
hallmark of too many 
movies today. Though, 
the film’s basic flaw is 
intrinsic to the story, 
which is focused around 
an emotionally wounded 
Bond with little time — 
or inclination — for the 
reckless pleasures or 
black humour that have 
defined the character in 
the other movies. 

Daniel Craig’s Bond is 
still an excellent incar¬ 
nation of the character, 
and the decision to beef 
up Judi Dench’s role as 
M, his spymaster, is pay¬ 
ing subtle dividends that 
will, hopefully, start pay¬ 
ing off more generously 
in the next film — which 
will start gracing us with 
a new Q, or a Moneypen- 
ny, at the very least.

Josh Broiin has arrived

FEATURE He has been acting 
for nearly a quarter centu¬ 
ry — making his adoles¬ 
cent debut in the cult clas¬ 
sic The Goonies — but 
most people knew Josh 
Broiin best because of his 
famous father and step¬ 
mother: James Broiin and 
Barbra Streisand. 

Thanks to a string of out¬ 
standing performances in a 
diverse lineup of films 
(Grindhouse, American 
Gangster, No Country For 
Old Men, W., and the up¬ 
coming Milk), Broiin has 
not only managed to step 
out of his parental shad¬ 
ows, but also establish him¬ 
self as one of the finest ac¬ 
tors of his generation. 

It is an experience the ac¬ 
tor admits he always pined 
for. 

“1 always wanted to work 
with great filmmakers,” 
Broiin says. “1 started out 
working with a really 
amazing filmmaker and 
was extremely spoiled by 
my first experience. Then 
the next time it happened 
was with David O. Russell 
on Flirting With Disaster. 1 
remember watching that 
movie thinking. Thank 
God I’m in this film.’” 

The latest directing tal¬ 
ent to enlist Broiin is Gus 
Van Sant, for whom he

plays Dan White in the up¬ 
coming Milk, a bio-pic 
about America’s first open- 
ly-gay politician, Harvey 
Milk. 

“Gus sent the script to 
me and 1 read it immedi¬ 
ately,” said Broiin, who 
plays a fellow politician 
who kills Milk. “1 cried at 
the end. 1 was veiy moved 
by it and said yes right 
away.” 

Milk marks the second 
time this year that Broiin 
has played a controversial 
political figure. It follows 
his amazing portrayal of 
George Bush in Oliver 
Stone’s W. 

“It’s harder in that 
there’s some form of want¬ 
ing to do it justice, especial¬ 
ly with Bush,” Broiin says 
about portraying an actual 


person. “He’s so in every¬ 
body’s psyche and there’s 
so much hatred and dislike 
for him globally. That was a 
little disconcerting to me, 
but it was also part of the 
great challenge.” 

In both roles, Broiin 
managed to rouse a surpris¬ 
ing amount of S 5 mipathy 
for fairly disreputable fig¬ 
ures. The actor considers 
this vital. 

“1 think it’s important 
for any character to come 
across as human unless 
you’re doing a caricature. 1 
find it important to care 
about what the person is 
going through. 1 think it’s 
more interesting to ask 
‘Why?’ instead of just say¬ 
ing ‘Oh look at that.’ 

“1 could have played Dan 
\ATiite as he was the mo¬ 
ment he decided to get the 
gun to go and kill those 
people, but that would 
have been very one dimen¬ 
sional.” 

Given his sudden rise to 
prominence, it seems like¬ 
ly that Broiin will be col¬ 
lecting a few awards this 
year to cement his new 
movie star status. 

It’s rare for an actor to 
become a star purely 
through the strength of 
idiosyncratic performanc¬ 
es, but no one deserves it 
more than Broiin. The ac¬ 
tor paid his dues for 
decades and has earned his 
right to the spotlight.

When someone mentions 
Stephenie Meyer’s teen 
novel phenomena Twi¬ 
light, the title sparks one 
of two reactions: Either an 
excited rant from a mem¬ 
ber of one of world’s most 
devoted fan bases, or a 
blank stare. 

Twilight has already sold 
more than 17 million 
copies, and the cinematic 
adaptation being released 
next week will likely fol¬ 
low with a new run up the 
book charts. 

Don’t feel bad if you 
haven’t heard of the series. 
It probably just means 
you’re not a teenage girl — 
barely anyone involved 
with the film had heard of 
it, either. 

“1 did not read the 
books. (The script) was 
forced on me,” says Kristen 
Stewart, who plays Bella in 
the film. 

Bella is a young girl who 
moves to a new town and 
immediately falls for a 


high school classmate. 
However, things get a little 
complicated when it turns 
out that her dream boy is 
actually a vampire strug¬ 
gling to decide if he wants 
to kiss her or sink his teeth 
into her neck. 

“1 didn’t like the outline 
because it seemed very 
shallow and vain to me, 
like Bella was in love with 
this guy just because he

was the hottest thing she 
had ever seen. But when 1 
finally read the script, 1 
begged to get the audi¬ 
tion,” Stewart says. 

“I’d never heard of the 
books,” adds Melissa Ros¬ 
enberg, who wrote the 
screenplay. 

“(Comic Con) was the 


first time 1 really under¬ 
stood just how huge this 
was and a cold sweat came 
over me when they were 
about to play a clip and 1 
realized that 1 didn’t do it 
exactly like it was in the 
book. 

“You don’t want to be 
the person who killed Twi¬ 
light for a generation.” 

Despite the lack of famil¬ 
iarity on the part of some 


of the movie’s creators — 
many of whom have since 
become fans of the book — 
reaction to their work 
among Twilight readers 
has been positive so far. 

“It’s been fascinating be¬ 
cause some people have 
said this is the most true 
adaptation of a novel 
they’ve ever seen,” said di¬ 
rector Catherine Had- 
wicke, who also made the 
indie teen flick Thirteen. 

“1 love that because it’s 
true to the notions and the 
spirit, but it’s not true to 
the book in many ways. 
We interpreted it and tried 
to make it visual, emotion¬ 
al, dynamic and cinematic. 
I’d say 1 put my own stamp 
on eveiy scene,” 

The filmmakers’ work is 
eagerly anticipated by the 
legions of fans that have 
shown up in droves for 
every early screening held 
so far. No one involved 
with the movie expected 
an 3 ^hing like this level of 
reaction. 

“The crowds of people 
screaming makes you want 
to cry,” Stewart said.

REVIEW Director Deepa 
Mehta’s last three films — 
Fire, Earth and Water — fo¬ 
cused largely on issues of 
social reform in her birth¬ 
place of India. 

In Heaven on Earth, she 
turns her dramatic eye to¬ 
ward the problem of do¬ 
mestic abuse in an Indian- 
Canadian family. Unfortu¬ 
nately, it’s with mixed re¬ 
sults. 

Chand (played by Bolly¬ 
wood star Preity Zinta) is a 
young Punjabi woman sent 
to Canada by her mother 
as part of an arranged mar¬ 
riage. Her husband Rocky 
(Vansh Bhardwaj) is both 
immature and a brutally 
abusive Indo-Canadian 
man. 

Yet that’s only part of 
the problem. 

His family is also domi¬ 
nated by a quietly oppres¬ 
sive mother (Belinder Jo- 
hal), who may adhere to 
the tradition of seeing her 
son married, but is uncon¬ 
sciously jealous of Chand

and deeply possessive of 
her son. 

To protect herself, 
Chand eventually turns to 
the powerful symbols in 
her folklore to help assert 
her independence. 

In Heaven on Earth, 
Mehta tries to mix the bru¬ 
tal realism of spousal vio¬ 
lence with magic realism 
to illuminate Chand’s diffi¬ 
cult struggles. But the two 
styles don’t mesh and the 
picture’s emotional force 
gets rapidly diffused. 

While showing little ca¬ 


pacity for invoking fairy¬ 
tale enchantment, Mehta 
also fails to deepen our un¬ 
derstanding of the con¬ 
flicts at the heart of the 
marriage. 

Rather than explore how 
Chand’s union with Rocky 
ignites powerful emotional 
currents within a fiercely 
traditional Punjabi clan, 
Mehta settles instead for a 
cursory melodrama about 
a young woman’s empow¬ 
erment. 

Heaven on Earth ends up 
feeling like purgatory.

REVIEW Dating back to the 
1950s, French filmmakers 
have always had a remark¬ 
able ability to take pulpy 
American crime novels 
and elevate them to the 
level of cinematic art. 

There are many exam¬ 
ples of this phenomenon, 
but sadly Teh No One is 
not one of them. 

This stylish thriller by 
part-time director and full¬ 
time actor Guillaume 
Canet is very well-con¬ 
structed and dripping with 
style, but the movie is lit¬ 
tle more than a brilliant 
set-up in search of an end¬ 
ing. 

The film is about a doc¬ 
tor named Alex, who 
thought he witnessed his 
wife’s death, but suddenly 
finds himself the primary 
suspect as her killer when 
dead bodies are found at 
the murder site eight years 
later. 

The same day, Alex sees 
a video on the Internet 
suggesting that his wife 
might still be alive. The 


film then becomes a race 
against time with Alex at¬ 
tempting to prove his in¬ 
nocence before the police 
can nab him for her mur¬ 
der. 

The actors are excellent 
across the board, with an 
amazing lead performance 
from Francois Cluzet, who 
runs the full gamut of 
emotions throughout the 
film. 

Director Canet also 
stages some quite impres¬ 


sive set pieces as well in¬ 
cluding a lengthy foot 
chase throughout Paris 
that is as exciting as any¬ 
thing coming out of Holly¬ 
wood. 

Ah of which makes it 
even more disappointing 
when the movie turns to 
the contrived. With a 
more carefully crafted fi¬ 
nale, this could have been 
a classic French thriller. 
Without it, the experience 
is merely frustrating.

James Bond knockoffs

-his week, you 

can’t throw a 
steel-brimmed hat 
without hitting a 
billboard or poster 
for Quantum of Solace. 
Daniel Craig’s mug is so 
omnipresent, it’s impossi¬ 
ble to get a quantum of re¬ 
lief from his stern but 
handsome mug. 

It seems the whole 
world has gone Bond 
crazy, but this is nothing 
new. James Bond — and 
whoever is playing the su¬ 
per spy — has always been 
big news, but there is only 
so much of him to go 
around. 

That’s why enterprising 
filmmakers have frequent¬ 
ly retooled the Bondian 
formula of guns, girls and 
gadgets to attract new au¬ 
diences. 

During the late 1960s 
wave of Bondmania, Dean 


Martin staggered through 
a quartet of spy spoofs 
based on the literary char¬ 
acter Matt Helm, giving 
new meaning to the adver¬ 
tising tagline “America’s 
Loaded Weapon.” 

Since then, the Bond 
knock-off business has 
boomed and 007 
wannabes in all shapes 
and sizes have blossomed. 
There’s adolescent Bond in 
Agent Cody Banks, a ver¬ 
sion for teens called xXx 
(“Now 1 know what xXx 
stands for: Xtremely Xcru- 
ciating Xperience” raved 
one critic) and parodies 
like Get Smart and Austin 
Powers. 

Wilder still is Operation 
Kid Brother. In a blatant 
attempt to satisfy audi¬ 
ence’s need for all things 
Bond in 1967, producers 
cast Sean Connery’s 
younger brother Neil as a 
plastic surgeon and hypno¬ 
tist recruited by her 
Majesty’s Secret Service to 
thwart the evil crime syn¬ 
dicate Thanatos. He’s 
called into action, the 
movie explains, because 
“his brother is out on a 
routine mission.” 

Wow, perfect casting! 
Except Neil can’t act. The 


film flopped so badly it 
could have been the rea¬ 
son bargain bins were in¬ 
vented, and Neil soon re¬ 
turned to his former job as 
a plasterer. But Operation 
Kid Brother does have its 
pleasures. 

Bond alumnus Bernard 
Lee and Lois Maxwell ham 
it up alongside From Rus¬ 
sia with Love’s Bond girl 
Daniela Bianchi, and 
Thunderball villain Adolfo 
Cell. Better than that is the 
soundtrack by Ennio Mor- 
ricone, which unlike the 
rest of the film, is on par 
with a real Bond film. 

The Connery name will 
always be associated with 
Bond, and while Neil 
(thankfully) retired soon 
after Operation Kid Broth¬ 
er, other Connerys had a 
harder time letting the 
character go. 

Sean revived his Bond af¬ 
ter a 12-year layoff in 
1983’s Never Say Never 
Again and as a voice in 
videogames — and his 
son, Jason Connery, played 
007’s creator in The Secret 
Life of Ian Fleming.

Swift and Fearless 

Country star opens up about relationships on new album

As Taylor Swift released 
her sophomore effort, 
Fearless, earlier this week, 
the country-pop songstress 
is fearlessly addressing 
some highly publicized ru¬ 
mours about her circulat¬ 
ing in the U.S. media. 

One reputedly claims 
that the 18-year-old is 
pregnant. Swift’s re¬ 
sponse? False. “I’m really 
offended by this one,” she 
tells Metro. “I’m not that 
kind of girl. After reading 
that, 1 just sat there think¬ 
ing, ‘Vihiat did 1 do to pro¬ 
voke that?’ But then 1 
found out that this kind of 
thing happens to a lot of 
girls in this industry — for 
no reason.” 

Another rumour alleges 
she was dating Joe Jonas, 
the middle sibling of teen 
heartthrobs The Jonas 


Brothers. Swift’s re¬ 
sponse? True, but it’s over 
now. 

“I’ve always been very 
upfront with (Joe) and I’ve 
kept the relationship a se¬ 
cret for a very long time,” 
Swift says days after re¬ 
vealing to People Maga¬ 
zine and on The Ellen De 
Generes Show that the 19- 
year-old dumped her in 
October. “1 only addressed 
the issue because 1 felt 1 
owed it to my fans. 1 want¬ 
ed to say, ‘Look, you guys 
weren’t crazy, the 
breakup did happen, 1 
made a few comments on 
it and now I’m ready to 
stop giving him my time 
and energy.’ “ 

Nonetheless, her fasci¬ 
nation with boys figures 


prominently throughout 
Fearless. While Forever 
And Always may be linked 
to her split with Jonas, 
Swift explains that anoth¬ 
er song. Hey Stephen, re¬ 
veals a crush towards a re¬ 
al-life Stephen, whose last 
name she purposely keeps 
mum. 

“He hasn’t heard the 
song yet so that should 
make for an interesting 
phone call,” Swift laughs. 
“When 1 write a song 1 
make sure that the songs 
are written about people 1 
know and most of the 
time they’re going to men¬ 
tion specific names.” 

Swift’s own ‘Behind The 
Music’ story so far reveals 
that the Wyomissing, Pa., 
native dropped her first 


demo to numerous record 
labels at age 11 and began 
writing songs when she 
was 12. By age 14, she re¬ 
located to Nashville for 
work as a songwriter. Two 
years later came her 2006 
triple platinum-selling de¬ 
but followed by numerous 
award nominations and/or 
wins (including country 
song of the year during 
Tuesday’s BMl Country 
Awards). Among her most 
recent performance high¬ 
lights include teaming up 
with rockers Def Leppard 
for a GMT Crossroads spe¬ 
cial. 

“1 was never one of 
those presumptuous hope¬ 
fuls who thought a career 
in country music would 
actually work out for me,” 
says Swift, who cites Faith 
Hill and Shania Twain as 
influences. “That’s why 
now 1 feel so blessed that 
everything is pretty much 
coming together.”

was in the car on my 
way to — 1 forget, but 
it must been some¬ 
where important — 
when my iPhone start¬ 
ed to trill.

But this time, 1 let it vi¬ 
brate across the passenger 
seat until it fell lemming¬ 
like onto the floor and 
safely out of reach. 1 con¬ 
sidered the whole harrow¬ 
ing incident as practice for 
when Canada brings in the 
inevitable no-talking-on-a- 
mobile-while-driving law. 

Like you. I’ve been cut 
off or nearly hit by chatty 
cell morons and I’ve seen 
all the stats about how 
talking and driving dan¬ 
gerously dilutes concentra¬ 
tion, so 1 understand why 
so many jurisdictions are 
banning the use of hand¬ 
held cellphones while be¬ 
hind the wheel. 


Black and white issue, 
right? Stop people from 
talking on their cellphones 
behind the wheel and start¬ 
ed counting the lives saved. 

Well, not quite. What 
about all the musical dis¬ 
tractions that we face in 
the cockpit these days? 
Some of them can be 
every bit as deadly as talk¬ 
ing on a handset. 

Scanning through radio 
stations diverts attention 
from the road. Changing 
CDs at 100 km/h isn’t 
smart. RDS readouts — the 
information some radio sta¬ 
tions imperfectly scroll 
across the display of suit¬ 


ably equipped radios — can 
pull eyes in the wrong di¬ 
rection. 

Then there’s the grow¬ 
ing popularity of iPod in¬ 
terfaces with car audio sys¬ 
tems. Some involve run¬ 
ning a cable from the 
headphone jack to an aux 
input somewhere on the 
dashboard or a fancy con¬ 
nection that integrates an 
iPod into the factory radio 
in the dash. Either way, 
you’re going to fiddle with 
your iPod’s playlists when 
you really should be wor¬ 
rying about keeping it be¬ 
tween the ditches. 

Meanwhile, many new

car audio systems incorpo¬ 
rate large hard drives with 
high-tech displays, essen¬ 
tially turning the dash¬ 
board into one big iPod. 

And it’s only going to 
get worse as more manu¬ 
facturers figure out ways 
to put WiFi connectivity in 
cars. Audi and Chrysler al¬ 
ready do. Imagine being in 
traffic with a dude who in¬ 
sists on surfing the Inter¬ 
net on the way to work. 

Cracking down on cell¬ 
phone users behind the 
wheel is a smart and politi¬ 
cally popular idea. But 
could be a slippery slope if 
everything beyond this is 
taken into consideration. 

Meanwhile, don’t get 
BMW owners started on 
their iDrive systems.

Singer readies to guest edit Metro worldwide

How’s this for a headline: 
Brangelina Share Cafe Lat¬ 
te En Route To Adoption 
Agency. Not on James 
Blunt’s watch. 

The multimillion-selling 
singer-songwriter will be 
Metro International’s first 
global guest editor for the 
Nov. 17 edition. 

“1 don’t think celebrity 
coverage is that interest¬ 
ing, really,” Blunt said in a 
recent interview, adding 
that the media should 
“temper” their coverage of 
fluff with more serious 
stuff. 

And don’t give him that 
line about the media being 
a mere reflection of what’s 
happening in the world, as 
one editor said long ago to 
a young reporter. 

“You have drug addicts 
and you have drug deal¬ 
ers,” Blunt said on his cell¬ 


phone before a concert in 
Nurnberg, Germany. “Your 
(former) boss is saying he’s 
the drug dealer, and he’s 
not to blame then, is he? 
The addicts need help.” 

Blunt, whose breakout 
hit was You’re Beautiful in 
2005, says the worldwide, 
free Metro can lead the way 
to less frivolous coverage. 

“1 think, probably, some¬ 
thing like Metro ... (is) in a 
relatively good position to 
approach journalism for 
the original reasons, which 
is presumably to investi¬ 
gate and inform people,” 
he said. “Whereas if your 
focus purely becomes 
newspaper sales — sud¬ 
denly the truth is less in¬ 
teresting over what is sen- 
sationalistic. 

“So 1 definitely think a 
balance has to be found.” 

Blunt, whose first two al¬ 
bums have sold more than 
14 million copies world¬ 
wide, says he jumped at 
the chance to get a behind-

the-scenes look at a news¬ 
paper. 

“The power of the media 
is phenomenal,” said the 
34-year-old Brit.

Blunt will work with 
global editor-in-chief 
Sakari Pitkanen at Metro’s 
Rome office in advance of 
the Nov. 17 issue.

If you walk into Argyle 
Fine Art over the next 
two weeks expect to do 
some double-takes as 
Halifax music 
photographer Chris Smith 
showcases an innovative 
show titled Repixx. 

The show features the 
work of 15 visual artists 
who have created original 
works of art inspired by 
Smith’s photographs. The 
collaborative works are 
side-by-side inside Argyle 
Fine Art with the 15 
artists using mediums 
such as painting, wood¬ 
carving, animation, ce¬ 
ramics and fibre sculpture 
to highlight their individ¬ 
ual styles. 

“That’s been the biggest 
compliment so far as peo¬ 
ple are actually looking at 
the (two different) 
works,” Smith said.

PicadiUo With Rice 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 tbsp (15 mL) vegetable oil 
1 large onion, finely chopped 
3 garlic cloves, crushed 

1 lb (500 g) lean ground pork 

2 cups passata or a lightly 
diluted tomato pasta sauce 
2/3 cup (150 mL) raisins 
1/4 cup (50 mL) pitted green 
olives, coarsely chopped 

1/4 cup {50 mL) pickled sliced 
jalapehos, finely chopped 
1 tsp (5 mL) dried oregano 
1 cup (250 mL) long-grain 
white rice 

Salt and freshly ground black 
pepper 

METHOD: 

1 . Heat oil in a large frying 
pan over a moderate heat. 
Add onion and garlic and 
cook for 5 minutes, stirring 
frequently, until onion is 
soft. 

2. Add pork and cook, stir¬ 
ring constantly to break up 
large lumps, for 3 minutes 
until no longer pink. Add 
passata, raisins, olives, 
jalapenos and dried 


oregano to the pan. Season 
with salt and freshly 
ground black pepper, bring 
to a boil, then reduce heat 
and simmer for 15-20 min¬ 
utes, stirring frequently, 
until pork is cooked 
through and flavours have 
melded together. 

3 . Meanwhile, cook rice ac¬ 
cording to the packet 
instructions. 

4 . Divide rice among four 
plates. Serve minced meat 
mixture over the top.
